Under date of Sept. 28th, « Major 
Snyder, of the Stratheon2s, writes 
from the cavalry and artillery fepot 
Maitland near Cape Town. Major 
Soyder was taken ill with fever and 
invalided to Pretoria and thence to 
Wynberg hospital. On’ -becominig 
convalscent he was given charge of 


details ait Cajp2 Town. The detail camp | 


is composed of men from the different 
Canadian regiments who from - sick- 
ness, wounds or other causes are not 
witk theic regiments. There are also 
int the camp! about a dozen other (nen 
from different regiments from all 
parts of the world. The day after 
Major Snyder wrts, thr Canadian 
trobps were leaving for home, taking 
190 Boer prisoners tto St. Helena 


Only the infontry regiments are 
returning home. The mounted’ men 
have not yet received any word of 


their return. On ‘his journey from 
Belfast to Pretoria Major Snyder yas- 
sed through the mounted rifles but, 
ta his great disappointment, could not 
get the opportunity of speaking toany 
of them. He met Liemt. Chalmers in 
Pretoria. Insp. Macdonell, who was al- 
most fatally wounded by the acciden- 
tal discharge of his revolver, is - at 
Wynberg hostital, still very ill,

BOER TREACHERY. 

Corp. John Bousfield, of “C” squad- 
ron, Straitheona's Horse, writes to his 
father, J. H. Bousfield, of Toronto, 
from, Viaaklaagte: “I came very near 
being shot, or taken! prisoner, a week 
ago. A party of Boers sent word into 
our camp thalt they wanted to sur- 
render, and as they said they were 
afraid to come in alone, fifteen meg of 
my troop in command of Lt. White 
Fraser and Sergeant Parker, were sent 
tol fetch them. Haints, McDuff, Wal- | 
ter’ West and myself, with some Kaf- 
firs, and two guides, scouted in ad- | 
vance of the troops. We came to / 
house, in which the Boers’ white flag | 
was flying. We jlid not suspect 
treachery, I was about 50 yards of, 
when a volley of rifle fire came from all 
sides, The guides shouted: ‘We are 
id a trap,’ and urged us to fly. One 
buljet struck my stirrup and broke jit, 
and another the ramrod of my rifle, 
but I was uninjured. We got throuzh 
the Boers some way, but when . we 
counted noses, there were two miss- 


ings Back we fought our way, with- 
out loss, and found Sergi. Parker 
shot through the heart. We -~ could 
learn nothing of Arnold, the other 


missing man, We returned io camp 
and next morning volunteers’ vere 
called for to go out and find. Arnold. 
Three other men and myself offered, 
ani after a long search discovered 
him in a Boer house wounded inf the 
kaoee, from which he has since. died. 
We, were justi leaving the house when 
the Boers came alt us, and we thought 
cur time had, come, but were (Prepared 
to fight to ‘the last. The enemy 
hoisted a whiite flag and intimated ‘we 
could take Arnold away with us. The 
next morning we went in force and 
took away the Boer women and chil- 
dren and burned, the house. The Boers 
renewed the attack and 17 Boers 
were killed.”

Tha following is the qualification of 
electors as prescribed by the parlia- 
ment of Cana la: 


(Sgd.) 


Every male person shall be qualifi- 
edk to vote at the election of a tnem- 
ber uoler this act who, not being an 
Indian, is a British subject and of the 
full age of twenty-one years, and has 
resided in the Northwest Territories 
for at least twelve months, and in the 
electoral district for at least three 
months immediately preceding the is- 
sue of the writ of election. 

If ang elector finds that his name 
is not| on the voters’ list of the |polling 
division to which he belongs, he may 
apply to the enumerator, not later 
than two days before the polling day, 
to have his name added to the said 
list, 

Each elector may vote only at one 
polling station and for one candidate 
within the same electoral district. 

The elector will go inito one of the 
compartments and with a black lead 
pencil there provided place a cross, in 
the white space containing the name 
of the condidate for whom, he votes, 
thus X. : 

The elector shall then fold the bal- 
Joti paper so as to show a portionof the 
back only, with tha initials of the de- 
puty returning officer thereon and the 
number on the counterfoil, and also 
in such a manner as to permit the 
countecfoil +o be detached without un- 
folding the ballot paper; he shall then 
return the ballot paper so folded to 
the deputy returning officer, who 
shail place it in the baliot box, after 
having detached the counterfoil, The 
elector shall then forthwith quietly 
leave the polling station. 


If an elector inadvertently spoils a 
ballot paper he may return it ta the 
proper officer, who, om being satisfied 
of the fact, will give him another.

"Marte for the enormious expenditure 
throughout! the country and sat down 
amidst profound silence. 

Mr. F. Villeneuve followed in reply 
and in a short time demolished ab- 
solutely the statements made by the 
speaker. He thought that the school 
question was out of federal politics and 
if Mr. Fournier was not more Catholic 
than the Pope himself he should not 
discuss this question in the excitement 
of an election. In fact the Catholic 
population! of Manitoba had a position 
ia’ school matters which allowed them 
to live and develop, and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier hnd done more to attain this 
endl than all the conservative govern- 
ments from °78 to 96. Referring to 
Fournier’s statements that imperial 
federation would be the extinction of 
the French-Canadian population in 
Canada Mr. Villeneuve said that Mr. 
Fournier shpuld know better than that 
and that under British institutiens all 
races, ali creeds erijoy the same free- 
domi and liberties.

General Barton had considerable suc- 
cess in fighting the Boers at Freder- 
ickstad. He had been harassed by 
Commandert DeWet’s men for some 
time, when he made.a sudden attack 
with the Scots Guards and Welsh Fus- 
iliers, and scaititered the Boers with 
severe loss. The British buried over 
thirty Boers on the field, several of 
these being killed by bayonets, the 
fighting being at close quarters. Three 
Boers, who raise1 the white flag, and 
afterwards fired on the British, were 
captured, tried by court martial, were 
found guilty and sentenced to death, 
and, Lord Roberts approving of the 
sentence, were shot on the following 
morning in the presence of the army. 
lit is hoped that this will prove’s galui~ 
ary lesson to ‘the Boers who have 
been treacherously using the white 
flag. During the march from Bar- 
berton ,Gen. Fronch’s command kill- 
ed, wounded or captured about 100
